GREAT DRIFFIELD. 


‘THE lordthip of Driffield extends 's miles from north to fouth, and 
2 miles from cult to welt; and contains, by admeafurement, 4977 actes 
3 toods ang 39 perghes setwo thirds of which are ufually kept in tillage, 
and the 1 ae 

The population hag fincreafed much, of late years; and, at prefent, 
amounts to rather more than 1600 inhabitants: Seélarians are not very 
numerous ; there are, here, one Anabaptift, and 1 Methodift congregation: 
the fatter is the moft numerous. 

‘The inhabitants were chiefly agriculturifts, till within the laft 4 years; 
fine which time, a few perfons have obtained employment from Wans- 
ford cotton manufaQory, which isfituated about 4 miles from Driffield. 
‘There is°no0 manufafture within this parith ; but one was cretted clofe 
upon the borders, about 3 years ago, for {pinning worfted, which is likely 
to prove of very great utility to the induftrious poor.

TLE town of Kingfton-upon-Hull is bounded, on the eaft, by the 
river Hull, on which it ftands ; on the fouth, by the river Humber; on 
the weft, by the lordthip of Myton ; and on the orth, by the loudthip ot 
Sculecats. It is divided jnto two parithes, viz the Holy Trinuty, and St. 
Mary ; was formerly eniloled by walls, a ditch or folle, and other military 
works, and contained within the walls, (which were litely taken down,) 
an area of about 73 acres, ‘The county of the town of Kingiton-upon- 
Hall, lies weftward of the town cf Hull: it is fuppoled to conta about 
12,000 acres, and comprifes the lodthip of Myton, and the feveral 
townthips of Helsle, Auldby, Tranby, Ferriby, Swaoland, Well-Hlla, 
Kirk-Ella, and part of Willerby. This diftri@ ‘was formerly a part of 
the county of York, but was feparated from it, and, with the tuwn of 
Hull, formed into a county, by charter of the 25 Hen. VI. 

"The conjeétures of the public refjyedting the population of Hull having 
been extremely various, the Society for Literary Information” in Hull, 
towards the latter end of the year 1792, (in order to afcertain it beyond a 
doubt,) took an aétual enumeration of the inhabitants, including thofe 
of the parith of Sculcoats, which, from it's contiguity to Hull, may be 
confidered as a part of the town,

By-the A@ of Parliament for Jaying a duty on inbabired houfes, houles 
of lel) value than £ 5 per ann. are not ratcable to that tax"; but to the 
window-tax they are rateable, let their velue be cver fo fmail.* 

It bas been the cuftom iv Iiull, not to rate any perfon to the Poor's 
Rate, uulefs they were legally fettled in Hull, or rented £10. a year, of 
were not bhely, (when the rental was lety than 410. per aun.) to become 
chargeable ; but as no Settlement 18 gained by being . Tifled, and paying 
the houfe and window-daty, it is imagined that fewer, oa that account, 
are exempted from thofe taxes, than from the Poor's Ratc, 

As Hullas a Large fea-port, the inhabitarus in the town are principally 
engaged in commercial purluite; and thofe im the nughbourhogad, in 
agriculture, ‘Ihe principal importations into Hult are, irom from Swe- 
den ; iron, timber, hump, and fas, from Ruflia; and wine, fiom Spain 
and Pu ugal. 

‘Thete aie no woollen nor cotton manufaories in or near Hull; 
fail-cloth and facking are manufactured, but the quantity is not very confi- 
detable.

18. gd. to 2, the day, but oftener at the latter price than the former. Im 
mediately preceding 1795, they might be citimated from 16. 6d. to 18. 8d.

There are but few large farms in the ncighbourhord of Hull, The 
rentals vay mueh: they are, in gencril, fiom £ 50 to ubout £ 200. a 
year, ‘The tenure, m the nughbauhood of Mull, is, princt, ally, fieehold, 
In Holderre!, whi i lies eaft of Hull, the tenute, in fevers! towmflups, 
ie copyhold. ‘Ihe principal articles of cultivation atc, wheat, oats, bailey, 
amd beans. There are but few commons, and little or no wafte lands in 
the neighbourhood of Hull. 

‘The lord(up of Sculcoats, which lies ta the north, ieee to the 
town of Lull, way encloted above a century ago. 

‘Lhe town hip of Sutton and Stone Ferry, parts 8f which eeendl nearly 
tothe toxu of Huil, contain about 4180 acres; and were enclofed by 
AG of Yarhiment, in 1764. 

Myiyn Carr, which tics to the welt, is alfo contiguous te the town of 
Tull; contains about 170 acres, andewas enclofed by A& of Parliament, 
about the year 1771. ‘The open ficlds of Helle, Anlaby, and Tranby, 
which lie fill fu welt of Hull, contain about 3640 acres: they were 
encloled by AG of Parliament, in 1792. ‘The open fields of Wei-Ella, 
Kirk-1tla, and Willerby, lic fill further weft of Hull, and contain about 
1700 acres, An AG has been obtained this year, (1796,) for enoloing 
them. The fields of Ferriby ead Swanland, contain about 4900 acres, 
and are fuill open.

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of corted:on, in the town of Hull, for the better employment and ainin~ 
trnaice of the Poor; for which purpole, Several perfons therein aamed, 
were incorporated by the name of * The Governor, Deputy Governor, 
Alhitants, and Guardians of the Poor, to have the care of, and provide for, 
the maintenange of all the Poor within the town of Hull, of what age 
or kind foever, except fseh as fhould be fuficunsly provided for by the 
chuinable gifis of other perfons, or in hoiputals, or alms-houles.” 

In the fame year, the éorporation built 2 houfe, called the Charity-Hall, 
in which the Pour have fiace been, und continue to be maintained. 

As their number increafed, feveral other AQs of Parliament were ob- 
tained’, to empower the corporation to borrow further fums of money 
beyond what they were authorized to raife by the Aét of the yth and coth 
of Walliam the ‘I hird, 

In An account * of feverel work-houfes,” publithed ia 1732, we have 
the following interefting detail of the management of the Charity-Hall, 
during” the three firlt years of the inftitution : 


“ King flon-upon-Hull, Yorkfoirey* 
April 17,1731.” 

“(IN the ninth and tenth year of King William the Third, anno 1698, 
an Aét of Parliament was procured for this place, much the fame as that 
for Briftal two years‘before, whereby a corporation is confliruted by the 
name of “ Governor, Deputy-Governor, Affiftants, and Guardians of the 
Poor,” confifting of the Mayor, 12 Aldermen for the time being, with 24 
other inhabitants, eleéted, 4 out of each of the fix-wards. 

‘The corporation is empowered'to raife money by a taxstion, for the 
ereQing work-houfes, &c, not exceeding £ 2000. ; wife money for 
the maintenance thereof, not exceeding what bad levied for any one 
‘of the three years preceding ; and to compel poor people, fecking relief, 
to dwell, and work, in uch houies ; and to keep children, in order'to be 
placed out apprentices, &c. 

By this authority, 2 convereot houlldwas then built, capable of recete- 
ing 470, or 180 perfons, called the Charity-Hall, and money raifed ful

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slept te zetmy the charge thereof; (but, after tiie good beginnisg, part 
only of the AG being put'ie’execution, the-bisilding proved slmof ulelefs 
andthe whole management offen detrimental to the Poor. So that the haute, 
for many years, was no better than a charity-fehadl for'children, while the 
ret, af the Poot were continued on their weekly penfions. For the A& 
allowing no more money to be raifed when the Poor increafed, none could 
receive any pettfion but upon the death of fome other; whence it necef- 
farily followed, that thofe, who had the belt friends, fof, oppm the ii ; 
while others, who had the fame right, were forced to beg ; and every court 
bad a great number of paéhtions, which they duld not anfwer. 

This had been long lamepted, And by fome thought impoilible to be re- 
medied ; but, @tatt, the mayor part of the corpormtion nefalved to uferthe 
method fo much recommended by others, and to pas the whole of the 
AG in executign, In order whereunto, we gota mafter fromdondon, 
and allowed hii’ 40. per annum falary ; at whofe coming, in January 
172768, we fet immediately Sinitloge houle, ia the manner he 
dirested, and, in April, took the weekly pay ; when few of them, 
that had pay, came int the houfe, and mpg pf them petitioned in vain 
agpinft it; the nutnber at firft admitted were 103, which number has fince 
increaled, and keeps Au€tuating, fometimes over or under that number. 

‘The charge, in fitting up the houfe, was about,£ 360., which might have 
been defrayed by a tax; but we chole rather to trysby a voluntary"contri- 
bution, which was colledted from houfe to houle, the week afte: charity ery 
mons had becn preached, by a neighbou: ving gatos at both our charches, 
and by the Diffenters at both their meetig-houfts, aad athounted to the 
Jum oF 230, ‘This; with the Rock we had before, and fome Hegacies 
wwe have received, defrayed the faid charge; and dur, yearly alfe(fmbhr, 
rvihich Is no more ghan what it was 20 years ago, (though the town, is 
much more populous,) is fo ealy, that few can delire to have it Jeffaged,

420, and have now but 87; and that we are at 2 great charge, by people 
without doots falling ill, which, (by the application of the apothecary, at 
the phyfician’s dircétion, and fome other affiftance We allow them,) has 
often kept families from us, and has occafioned the Apothecary’s uotes to 
run fo high, that about one-third part has been for people not in the houle,” 


‘The following table thewe the fums raifed anoually, by virtue of the

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ft appears, from this table, that, in periods of war, the Poor's Rates, in 

f have always greatly tocreafed; this is, probably, owing to a grest 

‘umber of the inhabitants entering, or being impreffed, into his Maycfty’s 

fervice ; their families, not being lft fufficiently provided for, are obliged 
to apply to the parith for reb f, 

The metbod of providing for the Poor, in the Charity-hall, has been 
found, by experience, to tend greatly to the eafe of the inhabitants of the 
town ; and the Poor, (it is fuid,) receive a mort comfortable maintenance 
than they did before the paffing of the A@s above cited. 

Inthe lait winter, (1793-6,) the aumber of perfons maintained in the 
houfe were about 3455 the nuthber this doy, (18 June 1796,) amounts 
to 284 belides wh'ch, 900 families, containing about 2600 perfons, 
(men, women, and children,) receive weekly relief out of the houfe, ‘The 
outerclief, for the week ending laft Saturday, (11 June 1796,) amounted 
to £4r 2% 6d, In addiion to the above, 102 children are, at this time, 
nurfed out of the houfe ; the expence of which, tor the weck ending on 
the 11th of June, amounted to £6. 198. gd. 

The children in the houfé are employed in {pinning jerfey ; their earn« 
ings amount, annually, to about £110, 

The old people teaze rope into oakum, for the ule of thip-carpenters ; 
their earnings amount, annually, to about £ 30. 

The other perfons in the houfe, that have beeg brought up to handi- 
exaft trades, fuch as thoe-makers, tailors, Bcc. are conflantly employed in 
making up, and repairing, cloaths for the Poor, who are maintained in 
the howie. 

‘Thg women knit all the bofiery, and keep the houfe clean: the chil- 
dren are inftructed in reading and writing. Prayers are read in the houle 
daiy,5 and, . on Sundays, a'l, who are able, attend divine fervice, in the 
forenoon, and afternoon, in Trinity Church, 

‘The management of the internal concerns of this houfe, cannot be 
fpoken of in too high terms. ‘The late Mr. Howard conteffed, that the 
neatnefyand cleanlinefs of the poor-houfe, were a credit to (he town’. 
All the rooms are ‘qrathed, and the bed-cloaths well sired every week. 
The beds, are all taken down once a year.

‘The ufual diet of labourers in Hull, aud its neighbourhood, is wheaten 
bread ; (but fince the great advance in the price of wheat, their bread has 
confifted, two-thirds of wheat, and one-third rye; which is about half 
the price of wheaten-bread;) the cheapelt fort of butcher's meat; 
potatoes and fifh: the latter may be frequently bought on moderate 
terms, 


‘The earnings of a fabourer have already been noticed ; including the 
increafe of wages in harveft, and the advantages arifing from tafk~work, 
thofe of an induftrious man may be eflimated at about £40.*a year, 
(exclufive of the earnings of his wife and children ;) a fam equabto the 
fupport of a man and his wife, and from two to three children, which, 
it ia conceived, is about the average of families. From the molt accurate 
calculation it appears, that 44 perfons are the average number to a houfe 
ia Hull,

THE townhhip of Leeds contains, by eftimation, 4000 acres, of which 
about 3o are wafte-land, In 1775, the population was fuppofed to amount 
to 17,117 inhabitants: and from fome late calculations, it appears, that 
there are 7000 families in the townthip, which, thultiplied by 4, the fup- 
pofed number in a family, give 31,500 perfaps, 1836 houfes pay the 
window-tax 5 and 4855 arc exempted. 

‘The rent of land in the neighbourhood of Leeds is exceedingly high ; 
and varies from £ 2, to £ §. an acre. Land, in the fkirts of the town, fre- 
quently fells for £ 300. an acre; and there are inftances of ground, well 
adapted to building, felling for £1000. an acre, 

‘The land-tax, paid by the townhhip, amounts to £595. 68, About £ 20, 
a year, are paid in lieu of all tithes. 

‘The prices of provifions are: oatmeal, 25. 3d. the ftone, of r4lb.; 
flour, from 28, 3}d. to as. 5}d. the ftone; beef, from 34d. to’ gd. the I 
mutton, gid; veal, 4id.; pork, 4d.; bacon, 7d.; milk, ed. the quart; 
butter, 11d, for 16 oz.; potatoes, 11d. the peck, Winchefter meafures 
Wheaten bread is generally ufed here: fome is partly made of rye; and a 
few perfons ufe oat-bread. Animal food forms a confiderable portion of 
the diet of labouring people; tea is now the ordinary breakfaft, more 
elpecially amongft women of every defeription ; and the food, both of men 
and women, is, upon the whole, much more expentive, than what is ufed 
by perfons, in the fame ftation of Jife, in the more northern parts of 
England. 

kis hardly neceffary to obferve, that all ranks of people, in Leeds, and 
the neighbourhood, are more or Jefs concerned in the woollen manufacture. 
‘There are two cloth-halls in the town, the one for coloured, and the other 
for white cloth : thefe halls-contain ftands for nearly 2870 pieces of cloth ; 
a quantity which is ufually fupplied every market day. The manufac- 
turers expole it, here, fer file, in an unfinifhed ftate : the merchants buy, 
finith, and export it. Many perfons complain of the iatroduation of ma- 
chines into the woollen manafaGure ; and are of opinion, that the en-

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gines for fpioning, and cqsding wool, do not only deprive the inguttibus 
Poor, here, of employment, but are a great national difadvantage I con- 
file, that, to me, all the arguments { ever heard on the fubjeét, would gor 
to prove, that the land thould be dug by labourers, and not cultivated by 
ploughs, and horfes. OF the profperuy of Leeds, the high price both of 
land and water, the many new flrects in the town, and the manufa@ories, 
and villas, in the neighbourhood, ereéted, and ereQing, arc a very cons 
vincing prof. 

Weavcth, in the woolleg manufadure, ufually earn from tas. to 186, a 
week, fenbblers of wool, drflers of cloth, &e, from 125, to £4. is @ 
week: work, lowever, in molt cf thc(e branches of the manufadture, is 
generally performed by the piece, by which men can earn more than 
when they work by the day, and yet, in this never-failing field for la 
bour, it is feldom that the earnings of the week are applied beyond the 
immediate (whether real, or fiGstious) wants of the workman and his fa- 
mily, That there are exceptions, and that induftry can fometimes exhi- 
Dit the accumuluted gains of economy, 1 have no doubt; but, from the 
general appearance of the families and habitations of manufaturers, 1 
would feem, that, among? them, high wages are generally the fore-run- 
ners of poverty. 

Bricklayers and mafons, in Leeds, earn from 28 6d. to 38. a day's their 
affiftants, 26. a day; joiners, 28. 6d. a day ; and ordinary labourcty, from 
9%. to tos, 6d, a week, * 

Of the Poor of Leeds, there are, at prelent, in the work-houfe, 154 
perfons; of whom 42 are inoflly old and infirm men, or lunauics; 56 
women, many of whom are foldiers’ wives; and 56 children, mofily un- 
der 12 years of age. There are a few between 12 and 20 years of age, 
who, from being cripples, or idiots, cannot be put out to fervice, Chil- 
dreu, however, are gericrally bound apprentices at 9 or 10 years of age. 

‘The work-houfe is an oh building, {ituated in the town: it can acrom- 
modate about 200 perfons. There are about 20 beds in each room ; chiefly 
‘of flocks ; and provide!, each, with 2 blankets, and a rug: fome beds have 
Gheets. ‘The dortaitories, and other apartments, are kept with great neat 
uefa: the Paupers arc well dreffed, clean, and orderly. The houfe is 
white-walhed, und the bed-cloaths are Scoured, once a year.

At Fafter, and Whitfuntide, veal and bacon are provided for dianer, 
und roalt beef at Chriftmas: at each of thefe feafons, every Pauper receives 
1 Ib. of fpiced cake, The prime meat is purchafed for the houle: every 
perfon finds his own knife and fork, and is ferved’ with his dinner in the 
dining-room : in general, however, the hares, when delivered out, are 
carried gap into the lodging-rooms. 








The following are the rules oberved in the work-houfe: they were 
agreed upon by the church-wardens, overicers, and principal inhabitants, 
on the gth of May 1771.

every Wednelday, at the work-houle, ar two o'clock in the afternoon, 
to relieve. admit, and dilcharge the Poor in the faid townthip; and 
that five, or more of them, fhall confstute a committee, in all cafes, 
except where otherwife diretted. S 

4) That no church-warden or overfeer of the Poor of this townthip thall 
relieve any of the Poor therein with the public money, except on 
fudden and emergent occafions, and that for one week only, and to 
report to the next committee, on pain of not being allowed, in their 
accounts, fich moncy 4s fhall be advanced on fuch occafion ; and no 
fuch payment to he repeated, unlefs ordered by the neat committee to 
be continued, 

syThat no perfon be admitted into the houfe without the authority of the 
committee, except on fudden and emergent occafions; in which cafes, 
the mafter fhall ha¥e power to receive fuch perfons, and kecp them in 
the houle till the fucceeding Wednefday, upon their producing to, 
and leaving with him, an order for that purpofe, figned by three of 
the committces*. 3 

6, That the mafer return weekly, to the committee, the names? of all 
perfons admitted into, or difeharged from, the houfe ; and of fuch at 
have left the houfe, without the confent of the committee or mafler, 
fince the bolding of the former committee. 

7» That the church-wardens and over{eers take an account of the goods 
and effe&ts of fuch perfons aa fhall be ordered and come into the 
houfe, and that they difpofe of the fame as they fhall be directed by 
the committee.

12, That the church-wardens and overfeers, in their refpedtive divifions, 
orice in every year, take an account of fuch poor perfons, re(iding in 
thig township, as have no legal fettlements therein, commonly called 
inmates ; and that they make a lift of their names, of the number of 
their families, their occupations, how many years they have refided in 
the township ; diflinguith the places of their fettlements; and receive 
into their hands all certificates of the fettlements of inmates, and de- 
liver the fame to the committee before they go out of office, 

13, That the church-wardens and overfeers, in the month ef November in 
every year, fhall make a return of fuch inhabitants, in thelr feveral di- 
vilions, as are proper to have poor apprentices put out to.

1s, That the mafter of the work-houfe, for the mne being, be chofen by 
the mhabitants of the townlhip, in the vellry at the parith-church, 
ren days notice having been previoufly givea ; and that in cale of mif- 
behaviour, he may be fuipended by a committee, confifting of four- 
tech committees; and that a veltry be called within fourteen days af- 
ter fuch fulpenfion, to determine upon his ditcharge, or re-admidion. 

16, That an apothecary, fom time jo ume, be chafen by the committee, 
ta lupply the Poor in his toule, or when {pecially ordered by the 
commuttee, in or belonging to tuis townthp, with-medicines, and in 
cules of furgery, at fach falary as thal) ‘he agreed upon, 

17, That two providers be from ume to time appointed by the committce 
out of thar own body, to purchale corn, butcher's meat, cheefe, but- 
ter, falt, and other provilions, of good kind and quality, for the ufe of 
the houfe, 

18, That two furvcyors be from time to time appointed by the committee 
out of their own body, who are to infpeét the provifions, to buy and. 
diftribute the cloathing, to buy wool for woolfey, to infpect the work- 
room, to examine the condition of the houfe and utenfils, and order 
the neceffary repairs thereof. 

19, That all the beds be made by the nurfes in the morning, and every 
room and paifagesfwept and cleaned by eleven, and that they be 
wathed twice a weck in fummer, and once in winter; and that the 
difhes be wathed twice a day or oftener by the cooks, and the dining. 
room tables be wathed every day. 

20, That, on the firt Wednefday after Lady-day, Midfummer, Michsel- 
mas, and Chriftmas, in every year, two or more of the committee be 
appointed to infped and examine the accounts of the treafurer and 
mafler; and they are defired to fign the fame, and make their report 
to the committee, on the Wednefday fortnight next after fach refpec~ 
tive appointments. 

a3, That the mafter for the time being keep a daily and weekly account, 
im a book to be provided for that purpofe, of each perfori's work in 
fpinning and other manufactures done in the houfe; and: alfo fuch in- 

penfioners 
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penfioners as work abroad, and the wages 40 be paid on account of

22, That the nurfes thall have all the children under their care, wathed, 
combed, and cleaned, by ten o'clock every mornings and that fuch 
children be taught to read, and work, (as their feveral capacities will 
bear,) in fuch manufactures as may be moft ufeful and beneficial for 
the public good; and that the nurfes repair their own and children’s 
Jinen and cloaths, to keep them decent and tlean ; and in cafe of dif 
obedience or mifbehaviour of any of the ghildren, fuch children Mhall 
be carreéted by the matter.

work, the perfon fo offending thall be kept on bread and water, or 
expelicd the houfe. 

26, That in cafe any perfon in the houfe fhall pretend to be fick, lame, or 
otherwile indifpofed, with an intent to be excufed working, fuch im- 
pottors, when difcovered, or adjudged by the committee fo to be, 
fhall be carried before a magiftrate, in order to be punithed as the law 
diredts, 

27, That no fires be kept in any of the wards, (except in extraordinary 
cafes,) from the ift day af May to the 29th of September. That 
from the agth of September, to the 1ft of May, there thall be allowed, 
for the keeping of fires in the work-room and long-room, two corves 
of coals to cach room weekly ; and to the other wards, one corf for 
each fire: And it is ordered, that the fires in every ward be put out 

3 i cach. 
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cach night at 8 o'cloek ; and that no candles be allowed to be burnt in 
any of the lodging-wards, except in cafes of ficknefs; and that the 
Poor go to bed, each night, upon the ringing of the evening-bell. 

28, Thatthe porter tuke no fee, gratuity, or reward, of any perion or per- 
fons whatioever, for admittance into, or for going out of the faid 
houle, on pain of being dilplaced by the committee, on proof of fuch 
mifdemeanor; and if fuch porter fhall fulpect any of the Voor, or any 
others who fhall come to them, of bringing ia any ale, brandy, rum, 
or other {pirituous liquors, or carrying out any cloaths, linen, viuals, 
or other things belonging to the houfe, or to any of the Poor thercin, 
he thall {top fuch perfons, and give immediate notice to the mafter. 

29, That no perfon in this houfe, on any pretence whatfoever, thall pre~ 
fume to go out of the howfe without a ticket for that purpofe from the 
matter or miftrefs, on pain of being difcharged ; and in cafe any of the 
Poor maintained in this houfe fhall carry any bread, cheefe, or other 
Provifions, (without leave from the mafter,) out of the common dining- 
room, or give, fell, or otherwile difpole of the fame to any perlon, they 
fhall be profecuted for fuch offence, and punithed ; and that every perfon 
buying or receiving any bread, cheefe, or other provifions, fo ftolen or 
carried ont of this houfe, fhall be profeeuted for receiving the fame; 
and that every fuch perfon ealing or removing, with intent to im- 
bezzle any goods, money, or cloaths, belonging to the houle, or to any 
perfon therein, thall be cartitd before one or more juftices of the 
peace for this borough, to be punithed according to law. 

3% That no ale, brandy, rum, or other {pirituous liquors, be brought into 
the houfe ; and to prevent difturbances in the houle, by brawling, 
quarrelling, fighting, or abufive language, that the offenders do lofe 
One day's meat for the firft offence; and for the fecond, to be put into 
the dungeon, there to remain 24 hours: that if any poor perfona go- 
ing out, into the town, by leave as aforefaid, thall get drunk, or other- 
wife mifbehave themfelves, evety fuch perfon or perfons, upon proof 
thereof made, fhall be punifhed as the committee thall direst, 

31; That the perfons in the houfe endeavour to preferve peace, good or- 
der, and unity, therein ; that they look upon themfelves as one family ; 
and to ptevent difputes, which may arife from telling lics, the offender 

thal, 
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‘thall, by order of the mafter, be fet, and Nand upon, a ftool in the 
diming-room, during dioner-time, with a paper fixed upon his or her 
breal, whireon thall be written, INFAmovs Liar, and alfo thal lofe 
that meal. 

32, That the names of all fuch perfons in this houfe as mifbehave them- 
felves, by fighting, or by breaking or deiloying any goods or utenfils 
in the houfe, or contemning the reproof of the maficr, or uttering ill 
language againtt hun, or negle@ing his intudtions ; or thall encou- 
rage their own or other chillren to breaking of the rules or orders 
herein contained, or endeavour to prevent or hinder the execution of 
any punthmnent nfliéted forthe breach of any fach orders, he by the 
mafter recorded in a book kept for that purpofe, and reported to the 
committee, ar their next meeting, that, by their authority, or admoni- 
tion, wickeduefs, rudenefs, and irregulaity, may be reftrained, and 
peace and good order maintained in the houfe. 

433, That when any perion dies in the houle, their cloaths Mhall be lodged 
in the Rore-room, for the ufe of the townthip ; and the nurfe, who at- 
tended the party while fick, fhall be required faithfully to deliver up 
all the other goods and money of the deceafed, to the mafter or 
miftrefa, for the ufe of the houfe, or be punifhed if fhe purloin the 
fame. 

34 That the malter make a minute in writing, of the faults or mil

438, That the matter provide fach necefaries and refre(hments for the fick, 
as the apothecary thall dire€t: the malter to charge the fame in his 
petty expences. 

39, That no perfon be admitted to vifitsthe Poor of this houfe, except 
on Thuifdays, in the afternoon, between the hours of 2 and 4 o'clock, 
unlefs they have a note for that purpofe, figned by one of the com 
mittee; and that, on fuch Thurfdays, a perfon be appointed by the 
mafter to affift the porter in keeping good order and regularity. 

40 ‘That in cafe any perfon, admitted into this honfe, fhall be found to beg 
alme in any part of the townthip, fuch perfon be carried before a 
magiftrate, and dealt with according to law. 

41, That the door between the committee-room: and the wicket-gate fead- 
ing down into the court, be locked every Wedaefday, during the 
meeting of the committee, and at other times, occafionally, when the 
mafter fhall thick fit 

42, That the original affeffment for the relief of the Poor, and all other 
books and papers relating to the work houfe, be kept in the commit- 
tee-rooin there; and that none of fuch affeffments, or other books, 
be removed out of the houfe, withour an order of the committee, or 
of one of his Mayefty’s Juttices of Peace of this borough: And it 
is ordered, that every perfon, before they shall be permitted to exa- 
mine any rate or affefiment in the howfe, pay to the matter ts. ; and 
for copies or extradts of any affellments, 6d. for 24 names, and fo in 
proportion for a greater or le(s number. 

43»/That all the rules refpedting the internal government of the houfe be 
read by the mafter, in the common dining-100m, once a month, at the 
aime of dinner.

‘The earnings of the Poor in the houfe amount to about £14o."0r £150, 
a year, exclufive of work performed for the immediate ule of the houfe, 
in making various articles of dref, bed-cloaths, &c. 

It is but juice to add, that Mr. Linley, the mafter of the work-houte, 
is, in every refpeét, highly qualified for the very arduous and compheated 
duties of his important office ; in the difcharge of which, he has, happily, 
been able to render thofe under him contented, without permitting them 
fo be idle; and to provide for their wants, without lofing fight of 
economy. His humane dilpofition, and firm exen temper, make him 
beloved, refpeéled, and obeyed, with cheerfulaels ; and, (what is feldom

In this townthip are 20 cottages allotted for the refidence of poor per- 
fons; who likewife receive, each, towards thelr maintenance, § guiness 
a yeur, ‘There are alfo 10 cottages for 10 decayed y dows, with an al- 
lowance of {10.4 year for each perfons At a charity-fchool in Leeds, 
60 poor boys, and as many girls, are cloathed ; and taught to read, write, 
few, and, pin.

MAR- 
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MARKET-WEIGHTON. 


IN the townthip of Market-Weighton there are about 230 families, 
confifting, on an average, of 17 perfons to 4 families: the town continues 
as Cambden defcribes it, “a little town of hufbandry well inhabited.” 
No manufacture whatever is eftablithed here, , 

The inhabitants are chiefly of the Efta'lithed Church, excepring a very 
few Papifts, one family of Quakers, and afew Methodifls who have 
lately ereted a meeting-houfe here. 

‘The prices of provifions are: beef, mutton, and lamb, gencrally 6d. the 
pound; veal, 44d. and sd. the pound ; there is lite or no pork ufed in 
this townthip. ‘The diet of labourers is very variable. 

The price of common labour was, until about a twelvemonth ago, 15. 
6d. the day in winter, without meat; and in fummer, from 28 to as. Od, 
the day; in March laft it rofe to as. 3d. and afterwards to 2s. 6d. the 
day; in hay-time, and harveft, the wages arc higher: for burning fods 
upon the land which has been pared, women now charge 18 6d, the 
day. 

There are ten ale-houfes in this parith, and one Friendly Socicty, which 
was eftublifhed 18 months ago: it conlilts of about 120 members; their 
rules have heen confirmed by the magiltrates. © 

The average rent of land could not eafily be afcertained, 

‘There are 3 large, and feveral {mall farms in the townthip : the tenure 
is chiefly copyhold, with a fine certain: the principal articles of cultivation 
are, wheat, barley, rye, oats, turnips and clover: upon one farm, theep 
are kept; and upon another, there is a confiderable ftock of sabbita. 

In the year 1772, an Aét of Parliament was obtsincd for encloling the 
open fields and commons; at which time, a quantity of land, in lieu of 
tithes, was allotted to the leflee of the great tithes, and another portion to 
the vicar in lieu of {mall tithes: tithes in kind remain due to the vicar for 
a few fmall old enclofures, garths, and orchards. 

About 4a of 14 years ago, a work-houfe was built in the townthip, in 
which the Poor werg maintained at a certain rate per head, till, a twelve~ 
inonth ago, 1s. 6d. a week was paid for each perfon ; hut at that period 
the rate was advanced to 2s. a week, and afterwards to 2s. Gd. Very few

THE. townhhip of Settle contains, hy cflimation, 3200 acres, of which 
about is mountainous A fmill fur is held here, every fortnight, for fat 
cattle: great quantities of tanned hides sre brought hither Fir fale, 

‘The inhab tants amount to 214 families: they are oll of the Eftablithed 
Church, exc.pt about 12 Quaker families, and 12 Diilenters of different 
denominations 99 houles pay the window-tax : the number exempred 
could not be ob ained. “Lhete are 9 inns, or ale-houics, and 2 Friendly 
Societies, containing, altogether, about 200 members, 

The food ufed here, by the labouring Poor, is oat-meal, tea, milk, 
butter, potatoes, and butcher's meat; the prcfent prices are; 20 Ib. of 
oat-meil, 385 old milk, $d. th: pint, fail mcalare; beef, 4d. the Ib. 
and mutton, sd. the Ib, 

Vou. I. 5S Labourers 
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Labourers wages are, a3 day in fommer; and about 18, 4d. in wikter, 
without viduals: éhildreb, from 8 to 12 oF 14 years of age, are employed 
in the cotton works; and earn from 1 to 5 or 6s. a week: the cotton 
macufagture was eftablithed here about 10 years ago. 

‘The rent of land varies from gs. to £3. an acre: the average is ahout 
18e, the acre: the lands are moflly employed in feeding: oats are the 
principal article of cultivation. Farms are from £40. to £200. a ycar. 
The foil is very rich. Wool fells at 108, 6d, the ftone of 16 Ib. 

“The land:-tax, railed here, amounts to £87. 178 tod., and is about 44d. 
in the pound. 

The Poor recive att allowance at theie own homes ; the following is a 
litt of the Pauper, their ages, and weekly penfons;

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Of the Poor of Sheffield, 148 perfons, (who are mofily old and infirm, 
lunatics, foldices' Wives, fr young children,) are, at prefent, in the work- 
houle. Some of them are&enployed in {pinning wool and lint, for ftock= 
ings, (hints, (ects, and other articles for the ule of the howfe. Men, who 
are uble to work, are fent out to various employments in the town. The 
earnings of the work-houle ate upon an average, about £170. a year, 

‘The wi rh-houfe is Gtuated in an airy part of the town, The ftair- 
cafes are narrow and fléep: the lodging-rooms about y fect 6 inches 
faquare, with 2 beds in each ; except in one, which is tsther larger, and 
contains 6 beds: the beds and pillows are filled with chaff: each is pro~ 
vided with 2 coarfe fheets, a coverlet, and t blanket, of the woollen manu- 
facture of the houle. The whole number oftheds is 43. Two, three, 
and, fometimes, even four, Paupers fleep in a bed, 

The following is the ufual bill of fare: it is, however, fomewhat 
varied in fummei, wheo milk-pottage is uccalionally feived for breakfaft 
and fupper.

There are 972 out-penfioners, many of whom havé families, ‘The 
tufisa! allowance to a Pauper, with one child, is 15, 6d. a week. A widow, 


with 4 chddren, from 6 months to 9 yeare old, receives 6s. a week.

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Newly 200 baftards in the townthip of Sheffield, are chargeable. The 
weekly expence of the above 972 out-penliogers is, at prelent, £ 89. 
9% 64d. The total fum paid, in the year engfig in May 1795, to out- 
pentioners, amounted to £ 3537. 78. 14d, 

There are {everal public charities in Sheffield. 52 boys, and 50 girls, 
(the children of poor parithioners,) are eguicated at a fchool till they are 
14 years of age. They are closthed in.an uniform, fed, and tanght to 
read, write, {pin, few, and knit. In another feliool, 50 poor children are 
educated till 14 years of age, but do not receive cithier food or cloathing. 
16 poor widows are provided with a cottage, each; an allowance of 4s. a 
a week, cach ; a gown and petticoat, once in 2 years; and a {mall Nock 
of coals, annually, The Duke of Norfolk has appropriated 30 cottages 
for the refidence of as many old and infirm poor: befides which, they 
each receive 5s. a week. 

Laft winter a fubleription was opened for the relief of the Poor: 
£1000. were fubleribed, with which flour was bought, and retailed at re~ 
duced prices. The Duke of Norfolk, likewife, diflributed £100. in cvals, 
among the moft ncceflitous.

Wherten bread is, univerlally, ufed here: malt liquor, and butcher's 
meat, form pait of the dict of ull ranks ot people, ‘The tradefman, artifan, 
and labourer, all live well , and, in general, indufiry isa more prominent fea- 
ture in their condua, than economy, In one inflance, however, they mani- 
felt a ftrong with to provide againit the wants of ficknels, ot old age : al= 
moft every manufadlurer isa member of a Friendly Society, In 1780, the 
mumber of clubs was 52: they puid, that year, to fick members, £ 3670. 15%. 
Gd. In 1783, there were 55 ; and their payments, thut year, ameunted to 
£ 3519. 108. 8d. Since that period, they have not primed an anoual se 
port of their diburfments. they are yery cautious ot giving infarmation 
relative to the Rate of their funds; and, 1 believe, none of the Societies 
have had their rules confirmed by the magiftrates, from an apprchenfion,

Shelfield,) men receive fiom 95, to £1 105. a week: women follow 
many diifirent employments; 4 few caro, by {pinning lint, about 6d. a 
day; wuher-women are pad 15. a day, and vi@uals. The demand for 
Iubour his, in general, degrcafed, fince the commencement of the war ; 
however, as many hands have been taken off hy the anny and navy, thole 
who tenia, and wo are able and willing to work, may, even at prefent, 
carn a govd livelihood. 


The late rapid rife in the Poor's Rates is here principally aferibed to 
the war, which, {fiom the number of men that Sheffield has furnifhed to 
the umy and navy,) his thrown many familis on the parith; to the 
Stagnation of trade ; to the high price of provifions ; and, by fome perfons 
in this country, to the recent introduétion of machines into the woollen 
manufac. In the opinion cf fuch comphinants, it is a great national 
misfortune, that a wook{pinner can, by means of machines, do ten times 
the work be could perform without them,

‘THE townthip of Skipton contains 4000 acres ; of which, about 1300 
are mountainous, and of little valuc. ‘The population was taken in April 
1794, by the prefent overfecr, and found to amount to 464 families, and 
2096 inhabitants. 121 houfts pay the window-tax; the number ex- 
empted could not be afcertained. ‘There ate 19 ale-houfes in the townthip. 

‘The articles of confumption, among the labouring claffes, are, oatmeal, 
flour, butter, potatoes, milk, tea, fugar, and butcher's meat. The pre- 
fent prices are as follow:

Oatmeal is made into bread ; and, fometimes, into hafty-pudding: this 
awholfome and nutritious diet is, however, falling into diffe ; and, inftead 
‘of two meals a diy of hafty-padding, beer, and milk, of which a Tuffici- 
ent quantity may be purchaled for 14d. the meal, the labouring people, 
in general, have lubftituted the lefs fubftantial food of tea, fugar, wheaten 
Dread, anid butter; which coft double the fam. 

Agricultural labourers receive about 2s. a day in fammer, and 15 4d, 
in winter, without Viduals- they work from 6 in the morning, till 6 at 
night, when day-light will permit; but are allowed half an hour for 
breakfalt, and one hour for dinner: workmen, who are employed in get- 
ting lime-ftone from the quarrics, to be conveyed up and down the Leeds 
and Liverpool canal, which paffes by the town, are paid from 28. to 
2s, 4d. a day, in fammer, without viduals; and from 16. 6d, to 18. 8d. in 
winter, without viduals: women, in the cotton-mills', (of which there 
are 3 at Skipton, and feveral in the neighbourhood,) till very’ lately, 
carned from 4s. to 5s. a week: they now cannot obtain above 3s 6: 
others, who {pin worfted, make from 4d. to 6d. a day: wages in this 
branch of bufinefs, fince the year 1792, have fallen about one-third. 

‘There are 3 Friendly Socictics in Skipton. 

The rent of land, near the town, is about £ 3. an acre; ata diflance, 
the average is about 188. The Jand-tax, paid by the rownihip, amounts 
to £146. 8s. and is collected at about €d, in the pound on the net rental, 
‘The farms, in general, are Small ; the lands are chiefly in gra’s, Roads

Of the Poor of this townfhip, 8 are maintained in a houtc belonging 
to the parith, undet the care of a matron. No regular courfe of dict is 
obferved in the poor-houle, Other Paupers, amounting in the whole to 
94 perfons, are out-penfioners: of thefe, 14, (who are moftiy baftards,) 
belong to other parithes; and their weekly maintenance, which, altoge- 
ther, cofts £1.

133 houfes pay the window-tax ; no houfe under 
fA. vycar is affeled: the number exempted is, therefore, very great, 
and amounts to 430. Here are feveral {mall manufacturers, who employ 
aseavers, dyers, combers, &c,; a great number of labourers work in the 
flone-quarries; from whence flones are conveyed, by means of canals, to 
various parts of the kingdom: women fpin worlted. 

‘The prices of labonr, and of provifions, are much the fame as at Flalifan, 

No Friendly Society mects here: but moft of the manufacturers, be- 
Jonging to Southowram, are members of clubs, that meet ia neiglbour- 
ing townships. 

The rent of land is from ros. to £1. an acre; the average is about 
156. 0d. The townthip is divided into finall pafture farms. A modus 
is paid here in liew of tithes, The land-tax raifed £184.

Lclufive of the s€tual maintenance of the Poor, the following 
charges are paid out of the Rates, viz £15. a year paid to the matter of 
the poor-houfe, who is likewife allowed his viduals: about £16. a year 
for journics, and removals ; and, for the laft 4 years, the conftable and 
church-warden have received about £ 50. a year from the Rates ; fo that, 
although Southowram is fituated in the center of a manufaQuring coun- 
try, it appears, that parochial burthens have been fomewhat dimminifhed 
within the lat 20 years. 

Not more than one certificate is granted in 10 years. There are about 
4 removals, ina year, fom this townthip ; fome very expenfive ones have 
lately happened: in a fettlement cafe, relative to this townthip, which 
was decided in the Gourt of King’s Bench, in 1786, the attorney's bill, 
eaclufive of all other expences, amounted to £73. 18s. 2d. +

THE lordthip of Pocklington extends about three miles aud an half 
in length : it contains about 2600 acres: it’s population is 305 families ; 
and, probably, about 1500 inhabitants,

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hahticraft trades; 520 in agriculture; and 30 in commerce, A ma- 
chine is erected here for {pinning worfted, bbt, at ‘prefent, it is not 
employed. 

The inhabitants are chiefly of the Efablithed Church ; there are, how- 
ever, many Methodifls, five Roman Catholic families, an Emigrant 
preacher, and a Calvinifl, in the parith, <The prices of provifions are:

6d. the buthel ; rye, 7s ditto; and all other grain in proportion ; butter, 
from gd. to 18. the Ib. Labourers’ wages are about as, a day theie dict 
is very variable, Here are 13 ale-howfes; and two Fiicndly Societies, 
both of whicl: arc in a flourifhing fate; the rules of one haye been con- 
firmed by the magiftates.” 

"The rent of land is from £1. to /1. 10%. the acre. 

Farms are from £20. to upwards of £100. a year; the principal 
articles of cultivation arc, wheat, beans, white-peafe, clover, oats, and 
potatoes. 

azg acres of land were encloled in the year 1756; of the remainder, 
one half is in tillage, and the other half in graf, 

Tithey are taken by compofition. 

The land-tax is £127. 4s j and the net rental £857. 

The Poor moflly refide in a poor-houfe: they have been farmed for 
thefe laft 20 years; at firft they were farmed at* 1s. 6d. a week ; after 
warils at 18, Bd. and now coft 2s. a'weck, cach perfon: there are, at 
prefent, about 20 Paupeis in the houfe,

THIS patith confifts of Gx townthips, namely, Stokefley, Ealby, 
Tawton, two Rufbys, and Newby; which slat is properly in Seamer 
parifh, but pays tithe to the ReGlor of Stokefley: it is 1g milks jn cis- 
cumference, but it’s fhape is very irregular. 

In Stokefley town, 158 houfes pay the windowetax ; 164 are exempted. 

The inhabitants are chiefly agriculeurifts ; of manufa&urers, there are a 
few linen-weavers, two curricrs, one common dyer, and one dyer and 
hot-prefler, * 

Befides the Eftabliftfed Chusch, here are a few Methodifls, two or 
threePapifts, and a few Quakers. 

‘The prices of provifions are. beef and mutten, sd. to 54d. the pounds 
and otber articles much the fame as in Hull, 

‘The wages of labour, 16. Gd. a day; their ufial dict is bread and milk, 
and tea; potatoes; and meat fpatingly. Tere are 23 inns or ale-hovles, 
only one of which Its out chaifes and horfes ; and two Lilendly Societies, 
which have not had their rules confirmed. 

‘The rent of land is, generally, about £1, 105, an acre; the land round 
Stokefley town is worth more. 

The farms are ufually finall, and are let from year to year; near the 
town, the land is moflly in palore. the principal articles of cultivation 
are, wheat, potatoes, rape-(ecd, and beans, e 

‘The tithes are let, by leafe fur three years, to fome of the principal 
people din cach townthip, who agree with cach individual, fo that they 
are feldom, if ever, drawn. 

Of the Poor, fome are maintaincd in a poor-houf rented by the parith : 
others refide in cottages, the rent of which is paid by the oveifiers, The 
poor-houfe is in good condition. Paupers are taken in at 20d. a week, 
cach perfon: other parithes are allowed to fend their Voor, when the 
houfe is not full. The mafter receives the profits of the work done there, 
allowing  fimall dedu@ion to each Pauper, actording to their earning, 
A committee of parithioners, appointed at a veftry, vifit the houte oc- 
cafionally: it was lately repaired, and the parith pay £10. pet cent, for 
the money laid out according to their directions: the owner has granted

The lund-tis produces Lum. 6 64, OF the Foot of "Thorton, 15 
regular penfioners, (7 of whom have fumilics, which average nearly 4 
petlous each,) have a pavith allowance at their own homes: fome receive 
cafual rolict ; and others have their lioule-rents paid: from £6. to fg. a 
month have latdy beca paid fol the expences of the Poor. 

In this townthip, as in Buiton, the books only fpecify rhe annual dit 
burienients, including eflzeat money, and incidental payments to con

The population is from 380 fo 400 inhabitants, who are chicfly em- 
ployed, either in lead-mines, or agriculture they are all of the Lftablifhed 
Church, except 2 or 3 Methodifts. 46 hovfes, {including 3 or 4 double 
tenements,) pay the window-tax ; 30, which are moftly cottages, creed 
‘on the common, are exempted. 

The priccs of provifions are: beef, mutton, and veal, from 3d. to sd. 
apound; wheat, rss. the mealure, of 84,1b. weight ; barley, 7 for 42 
quarts ; oats, 48 for ditto; potatoes, 28, for ditto, heaped.

‘Lhe greate(t farm sn the parifl contains 180 acris : the finallel, 
ro screy, The chief articles of cultivation arc, wheat, bailey, and oat! 
the two latter nearly in the fame proportion ; wheat lefs that either, by 
about ene-halt: a few fields are fown with prate 5 and the cultivation of 
potatos has, of late, much increafed. The tithes, in thy county, are

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“The difference between the amount of the Poor's Rates, and the net 
fur expended on the Poor, is caufed by the County Rates being paid out 
of them; which, (owing chielly to the great number of bridges in ‘this 
county,) amount to a confiderable fum in the"year. 


Tt appears, from the parith-books, that no Poor's Rate was gathered 
here before the year 1768; but, when any of the parifhioners were in 
diftrefs, colleGtions were made for them at the eburch, as is ftill the cafe 
in Scotland; and, iftheir cafe required it, 2s. or 33. were given them out 
of the Church Rate, to affift them in the interval before Sunday: two in- 
flances of this.are inferted in the books; the whole expence of the Poor, 
in 1719, was 5¢.; and, in 1749, only 23. Gd., it does not appear that 
any thing was paid during the intermediate yeare, For 10 years after it's 
introduction, the Poor's Rate did not exceed 13. in the pound, except in 
the year 1770, when, owing to a heavy County Rate, it was 28, Affefl- 
ments are made here according to the land-tax, which is the general cul- 
tom of the counsry; and the few parithe® that have déviated from that 
cuftom, have been frequently difturbed by vexatious appeals againft the 
Rates. It is rather a fingular circumfance, that Lawyers have not received 
from this parith, for parochial litigations, more than £ 20. in the Space of 
11g years, and that was in the year 1789, when there happened an ap- 
peal again an order of removal, the ouly one, on any account, that exits 
upon record. 


Friendly Socicties are not fo numerous, now, in this part of the coun 
ty, as they were a0 years paft: 3 oF 4 have been diffolved in this neighs 
bourlipod, owing to their having been defrauded of great part of their funds, 
by deligning wretches, to whom they had intrufted their ftocks, Other, 
that have continued to this day, have fallen into diftepute, by too greedily 
entering into political difcuffions, inflead of attending to the plain objetts 
of their infitution, 1am far from condemning them all: it is to be 
hoped, that Friendly Socicties, in general, deferve the protedion the 
Legiflature affords them. ‘Theic eftablithment was truly laudable and 
“humane ; and when the deligns of it are properly adhered to, there caanot 
bea doubr, bur the parith at large, in which fuch meetings exifl, muft, 
as well as the individual members, receive couliderable benefit.

In the year 1784, the Rates were »6s in the pound, and the parity 
greatly in debt, which, (the overfeer fays,) was owing to bad manage- 
ment ; gat that time he was appointed general oyerfeer, in which office he 
has continued ever fince: before that period, all the different hamlets, &c, 
kept their own accounts. ‘The overfeer prints his accounts annually, The 
Rate is levied by an old affeffinent ; and it is fappofed, that, npon an avee 
rage, property is not affeffed at onc-third of it’s tal value ; fo that the lat 
year's Rate, faid to be at 4s, in the pound, was not, in reality, 1 4d. in 
the pound ; however, even here, itis a common topic of eomplaint, that 
the Rates are high. 

Inconfequence of difputes among the proprietors of the iron and Jeud 
works, many of the workmen have of late been without emplayment : 
feveral have enlifted for foldiers, and others have migrated to diftant parts 
of the country.

“Tf parith of Narbeth contains about 4400 acres; snd about Spa ‘ite 
habitants, who sre chiefly, Methodifts and Anabpptifls, 96 hontes pay 
the wigdow-taa , and about 104 fmall dwellings are exempted, The town 
of Narbeth confilts of thop-keepers, inn And ale-houle keapers, andy few: 
handicrafts, Hats, thoes, and coarle woollen Cloths, are the only manu- 
fadures. 

Agricultural labourers receive from Sd. to 10d, a day, without dict: 
sod. a day, or £13. a year, may be confidered as sheer acntege of a 
man employed ro hutbindy: hit farnings, at tatk-work, will make up 
for rainy days and holidays ‘A Sew farmers pay theif men 8d. a day ; 
and give them a /inall prefeat of meat and corn at Chriftmas, A get~ 
tleman in the parth allows bis labourers rod. a day, (Sundays excepted,) 
and they find their own meat and drink; but im hay and corm harveft, 
he finds them in diet, and gives them tod, aday, This, however, is ra- 
ther above the general tsrms of the neighbourhood, Women affift in har- 
velting, and in weeding amd flofe-picking: their earnings are very in~ 
confiderable. Evaploysnent for Jabourcre’ wives and children ig much 
wanted: they are oftener fern bafking ia the fun in firmer, and fhiver- 
ing over a flolen wood-fire in winzer, than in any profitable exertions of 


induftry. 

Bread aed cheele, popilGTand ‘porridge, and a thick flummery 
made of goarfe oat-meal, are the wftial dict of labouring people: 2 few 
keep.a cow ; and, in fucmer, make curds from the whey ; which; with a 
litele thin mil&, aud bread, is often afed for breakfait.

KNIGHTON is a fmall market town, but a place of no trade or manu- 
fadture : it is furroynded by hills, and is in a very fecluded Gtustion, 

‘The extent of the parith ia eGimated at 3 miles. by 13 jin which are 
included, about 200 acres of common, and about 100 ores Of wood-land. 
The population could not be alcertained: the inhabitants are chiefly 
farmers, thop-keepers, inn-keepers, and labourers, 108 joules pay. the 
window-tax; and, it is fuppofed, about 30 may be exempted. 

The prices. of proviGonsand of labour are ‘the fame as at Preiteiga 
There are 13 ale-houfes in this parith ; “ainda Friendly. Societies, which 
have had their orders confirmed. * 

‘The rent of land varies from” 5s. ro Bos., according to the foil and fuse 
tion: the average is about {1.48 an acre. Farms are generally {mall : 
every common grain and root js cultivated ina {mall degrees put the 
greateft part of the parifh is in pafture; ‘Tithes are taken in compofition, 
at the rate of zs. in the pound, . Ap account of the Jandstax could not be 
obtained ; but it is faid, that it is collected at 12d. or 13d. in the pound 
on the net rental. 

‘The Poor, till half a Fear ago, were farmed, by a contra@or in Ludlow, 
for £148. « year, (the parith paying al! expences of fimentls, ‘comagious 
difordére, appéills, Bec, : but they are now partly maintained ia’a work- 
houfe, and partly by out-penfions. 17 petfons are in the work-Houle, ‘and 
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$2 poor families reecive, 178, a week. The overfcers now find a great deal 
of trouble in managing their Poor ; particularly in the work-honle, which is 
under tht dire@tion of a governels, who is perfe@tly incompetent to en- 
force obedience to lier orders: the Poor feldbm obey, and often heat hers 
and, even among themfelves, they haye contiqual difputes: [o that the 
paridh regrets the alteration which has takea place in their fyitem ; particu 
larly as they find the Rates will be confiderstly higher this year, The 
breakfait, in the work-houfe, is milk, or broth; dinner, moftly meat and

Out of thefe Rates, about £10. a year are paid towards the county- 
ftock : thie article of ¢xpenca is very variable; this year, in comfequence 
of feveral bridges having been re-built, it has anfounted to £ 25.

In winter, Iubourers are paid 1s. the day, and their beet iit Simmer, 
1s, 6d. the day, and beer}, in harvelt, 18, 6d, the day, and board, Wo- 
men, weeding, have 6d. the day, and beer ; fome women fpin for hire, 
and carn about 6d, aday: farmers, here, manufa@ure moft of their oven 
linca at home. 

‘There are 10 ale-houfes in ‘this townfhip ; and on€iivlendly Society, 
which confilts of 81 members: their orders have been confirmed. 

‘The rent of land is from,1us, to £ 3. an acte; the average, about 218. 
Fang ate from { 30 ta, [Yon a: years bot; padclpally abet Lio. a 
year: wheat, barley, oats, clover, turnips, and potatoes, are cultivated here; 
but, it is fuppofed, that about one-half of the parith is either meadow or 
pafture. ‘The number of fmall farms is decreafing.in this country ; a cir 
cumftance, to which the rife of the Poor’s Rates’is offen afcribed. A com- 
polition, at 28. 6d. in the pound on the rent, is paid in lieu of tithesy The 
land-tax amounts to £ 6! 4d. and is colleGed at about 8d. in the 
pound on the net rent: it is paid by the landlord. There are about 20 
acres of common, and about 300 acres of wood-land 

The Poor of this townthip have been formed by the fame perfon for the 
Jaf B years: his annual allowance is £145. but the towalhip, for the 
laft quarter, in tonfideration of the high price of provifions, made hima 
voluntary gift of £ 20,; one half for the Poor in the houfe, and the other 
for the rclief of indigent Houfe-kcepere. 

‘The farner finds a houfe, and provides the Poor with every nevellary ; 
dcfrays all expences arifing fram fra&ures, and removals; but does not

He hus ry peiiuns in the houfe at preffnt; and 65 furuucs of out- 
penfioners ; about 6) of which recetve woeklypay. Ie favs, that, 37 years 
ago, bis fathor formed the Poor of this townihip for £60 «year, that he 
gave no out-pedfions, but oliliged all the neceflitous, (who did not exiced 
8 perfons,) to come into the houle. His houle Mands in a GeTitu won, but 
is a moil wretched hovel: he has 9 beds, of chaff’ and Adchs : he fays, he 
ign gives. the Poor thrce, an ds fometimes, five meat dinuers a week 
that the other cianers ate “milk and potatoes mathed; the breaktalls 
are, milk, or broth, aud liread j the Cappers, bread and cheefe. 

Not much information can fy obtaincd refpecting the Poor's Rates’, 
the officers fay, that the parilh-books were lately ftolen out of the le 
along with the other parith-records ; they add, however, that, about 30 
years ago, the Rates amounted to about PA Go,,and the laft year to £250. 5 
a confiderable part of which was applied to county purpofes. The Rate, 
lat year, was 58. in the pound, and, for fome years before, 48, in the 
pound, upon the nominal rent, which, vpon particular inveltigation, is 
found to be fearcely half of the real rent. Pteftcign is a fmall market- 
town; but not a place of trade, 4 otler (all agricultural) townthips he- 
long to this parith ; but are feparate with refpest to the maintenance of 
the Poor: it is fuid, that, in fome of them, there are 2 fixpcony rates in a 
year, and in others, 8 fixpenny rates, an the nominal rental. In fome 
countty parithes, between Prefteign and Hereford, the Rates are 3s.

fell down in his houfe; through hunger.
